Concordia College Loses 
Appeal Against Proper- 


ty Assessments 


The city has won its case on 
Concordia College property ex- 
emptions, according to a decision 
handed down recently by the su- 
preme court of Canada, The court 
dismissed the college's appeal 
against assessments totalling $21,- 
200 on a portion of its property in 
the Bellevue subdivision, 

This action was brought origin- 
ally as a special case before Mr. 
Justice Ford, the city claiming it 
was entitled to further assessments 
of $1,600 for land and $19,000 for 
buildings on the college's property, 
the total being $21,200. On the 


lother hand, Concordia College ar- 


gued that this amount should be 
exempted from taxation. 

The property involved comprises 
lots 14, 15 and 16, block 13, and 
lots 9, 10 and 11, block 18, A por- 
tion of it was used for the resi- 
dences of professors, four of which 
were located away from the col- 
lege’s main site, 

Justice Ford decided that the 
property in point was used for col- 
lege purposes and should be ex- 
empt from taxation 

The city carried the case to the 
Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court of Alberta, which decided 
that the said property should not 
be exempt from taxation 

Then the college, which is as- 
sociated with the Evangelical Luth- 
eran synod of Missouri, Ohio and 
other states, took its appeal to the 
Supreme Court of Canada and lost.

Fourteen-Point Economic 
Program Of Co-Oper- 
ative Commonwealth is 
Presented With Resolu- 
tion Amid Acrid Debate. 


OTTAWA, Feb. 6—James 5S. 
Woodsworth unfurled the 14-point 
economic program of the Co-Op- 
erative Commonwealth Federation 
in the house of commons last night 
for the first time, and ran into 
immediate fire from the two old 
political parties. For the first time 
this session, Liberals and Conserva- 
tives presented a united front 
against a common political foe. 

As soon as the slender, bearded 
leader of Canada’s youngest politi- 
cal party had presented his mani- 
festo to the house, John Vallance, a 
Saskatchewan Liberal, jumped to 
the attack. He criticized the agri- 
cultural features of the program, 
claiming it meant confiscation of 
Jand and charged the C. C. F. with 
attempting to label “Everyone a 
crook except themselves.” 

A few minutes later, John R. 
MacNichol, a Toronto Conservative, 
levelled a general attack against 
the Federation, ending with the 


charge its policies and objectives |‘ 


were “straight Communism as prac- 
tised in Russia.” It was impossible 
to stop a revolution at the half-way 
mark. 

RESOLUTION PRESENTED 

The C. C. F. leader read his mani- 
festo in support of his motion to 
supplant the present capitalistic 
system with one “based on the prin- 
ciple of co-operative production 
and distribution in which the hu- 
man needs should be the first con-| 
sideration.” 
the 14 points conceived at the Re- 
gina convention last July and based 
on the general regulation of pro- 
duction and distribution, planned 
and socialized economy. At the 
same time he denied the C. C, F. 
was allied with Communism or 
that it advocated force in gaining 
its objectives. 

DEBATE FOLLOWS 

+ Debate on the Woodsworth mo- 
tion will continue Thursday and 
probably will be extended several 
days because it marks the first ac- 
tual test of strength in the house 
for C. C. F. and its program. 

The buttons were off the foils 
from the first mniute of the debate 
yesterday. Michael Luchkovich, 
(U.F.A.Vegreville), kept the politi- 
cal pot boiling with a counter-at- 
tack against the Liberals, claiming 
they had no policies of their own 
except the time-worn cry of re- 
duced tariffs. He also denied Com- 
munistic affiliations of the C.C.F. 
and, coming from Ukrainian stock, 
promised to desert the party if the 
hand of Russia ever appeared in its 
midst. 

NOT STRICTLY A PARTY 

One point emphasized by the 
C.C.F. leader was that religious and 
minority rights would be respected 
if his party ever gained power 

The C.C.F., said Mr, Woodsworth, 
was not strictly a party but a fed- 
eration of various organizations. 
These he enumerated, and went on 
to discuss present conditions. 

He did not think there was any 
permanent ‘comeback” in the pre- 
sent economic system. 

“We might have some temporary 
revival; but it will only be tem- 
porary in Canada.

A DISCOUNT, “ON PAPER” 

If they had the gold, the countries which 
owe the United States $12,000,000,000 in war 
debts could settle cheap. They could pay out 
now at 40 per cent discount, the United States 
paying the exchange. 


As they do not happen to have the gold, 
with one exception, there will be no rush to 
cash in at Washington. In point of fact the one 
country which could spare gold to settle 
promptly and in full, Frarice, is the least likely 
of the debtors to pay anything, even a “token,” 

So far as the debt question is affected, de- 
valuing the dollar has left the debtors with 
“only” $7,000,000,000 to pay, instead of $12,000,- 
000,000, and the United States with “only” 
$7,000,000,000 to collect. 

That does not bring a settlement of the 
debts visibly nearer than it was, since the 
debtor countries have not the gold, and the 


United States will not accept their goods in 
payment. As the United States has bid up the 
price and is drawing gold from the other coun- 
tries as a commercial operation, the effect may 
even be to make debt settlement more remote. 
The more gold is drawn into the United States, 
the iess the debtor governments will be able 
to lay hands on for payment of their debts. 


THE ONE THING NEEDED 

The international wheat commission is mak- 
ing appreciable advance toward the light. Its 
latest proposal is that a campaign be launched 
to encourage the wider use of wheat, particu- 
larly in Oriental countries where rice is now 
the standard food. 

Whatever the prospect of success for a cam- 
paign of that kind, the suggestion has the merit 
of being aimed in the right direction, In regard 
to wheat, as to most other commodities, the 
immediate need of the world is not that output 
be restricted but that consumption be broad- 
ened; which of course can only be brought 
about by a wider distribution, and a more gen- 
erous distribution, of buying power. 

Hundreds of millions of people need wheat 
to eat, who now are eating less than they should 
have or eating something less wholesome; as 
they are doing without motor cars, radios, and 


national tragedy to which they have been main 
contributors is an accomplished fact. 

The Canadian public know that they have 
been robbed, and they know why and how. 
They are only awaiting with sullen anxiety for 
an opportunity to effect a change in policies by 
making a change in the line-up of parliament. 
The longer that opportunity is denied them the 
longer the present Government can remain in 
power, 

Challenged directly, by a formal motion of 
want of confidence, to appeal to the country and 
establish the right of the Government to remain 
in office, the Premier responded with two hours 
of elaborated defiance of parliament and the 
public. There will be no election in the near 
future, nor until Mr. Bennett gets ready to call 
one, That is what the long speech amounted to. 

The matters dealt with in the speech were 
most of them “old straw.” The others will 
receive attention as time passes. The point that 
is settled is that the Government will not per- 
mit the electors an opportunity to say whether 
or not they want a change of policy and ad- 
ministration, As to why that right is refused 
them, not even the eloquence of Mr. Bennett 
can deceive anybody. No one knows _ better 
than he that if the Government went to the 
country it would never come back.

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The Passing Show 


By J. S. COWPER 


Great is the power of superstition. Because 
in the natural course of events the persons who 
were present at the opening of King Tutank- 
hamen’'s tomb are dropping off one by one, the 
story of the “Curse of Tut’ is revived with 
A few weeks ago Arthur Weigall, 
former inspector of antiqui- 
ties for the Egyptian Govern- 
ment died. Now Albert M. 
Lythgoe, who was present 
with Weigall at the opening 
of the inner chamber, hes 
died at 65 of cerebral arterio 
schlerosis, so the story of the 
curse of the Pharaohs is re- 
vived. 

Herbert Winlock, director 

; of the Metropolitan Museum 
J. S. Cowper of Art in New York, has 
made some compilations about the “curse of 
King Tut.” Winlock was present with Weigall 
and Lythgoe when Howard Carter penetrated 
the inner chamber of the dead Pharaoh. This 
is what he says: 

The man who discovered the steps of 
the tomb is alive. 

Of the’ five who attended the opening of 
the tomb, only one is dead. 

Of the twenty-two who were present 
at the opening of the inner chamber, only 
six are known to be dead. 

Of the ten who examined the mummy, 
none are known to be dead. 

Of the twenty-two who saw the sarco- 
phagus opened, only two are dead. 

Eleven years have gone by since the tomb 
was opened. Many of the men who were pre- 
sent at the opening of the tomb were advanced 
Some of them never were in robust 
health. On the law of averages they have 
probably had a lower mortality rate than 
groups of men of similar ages and physical 
condition, who have been engaged in other 
walks of life.

Superstition dies hard with each of us. T 
remember as a boy being quite scared, We 
were rounding Cape Wrath in a heavy gale.

In the midst of my 
alarms a hard-living Scotch sailor came to me 
in evident distress, wanting to borrow a Bible. 
When he received it, he fell on his knees and 
commenced praying. 

“Do you think the ship is going down?” I 
asked. 

“No, laddie,” he said, “the ship won't sink. 
But the deevil has got a hold of ma tooth an’ 
he’s tryin’ to drag me into hell, and the only 
way to stop him is to pray on the Bible.” I was 
a sceptic of ten, recognizing the symptoms of 
toothache. 

Many years later when I was working in 
Toronto, I lived outside the city, in the village 
of Norway. I had to stay till after two a.m. 
to see the Toronto Globe safely to bed. It was 
an hour and a half's walk home. At the end to 
save a block I would take a short cut through 
a burial ground, I didn’t believe in spooks, but 
on nights when the wind was moaning through 
the trees, I was conscious of a distaste for the 
walk through the’ graveyard. One early 
morning when I saw a strange light playing 
over a grave, I didn’t stop to find out whether 
it was phosphorescence, or marsh gas, or a 
rift in the clouds, or a ghoul with a searchlight. 
I hurried on. It took an effort of will there- 
after to save a block and walk in the dark 
through the cemetery. 


Lord Dufferin, whom very old timers wil! 
remember as Governor-General of Canada in 
the seventies, had a spooky experience which 
was made the subject of a report to the Society 
for Physical Research.

Some Symptoms of Gall 
Biadder Disorder 


By DOCTOR FRANK MeCOYy 


In yesterday's article I told you that wrong 
habits of living will produce a “sick” gall blad- 
der. One of the wrong habits is eating too 
much food, or eating too many of the following 
foods: rich desserts, starches, gravies, jams 
and candies, The fact that the gall bladder 
patient is often overweight 
shows that he eats not wisely 
but too well. If you will 
imagine an old ~ fashioned 
“company” dinner with all its 
conglomerations of food, you 
will have a good mental pic- 


suited to produce gall bladder 
disorder, if indulged in over 
a period of years. 

Another bad habit which 
Dr. F. McCoy = may lead to gall bladder dis- 
orders is lack of exercise. Athletes who secure 
plenty of exercise seldom develop any gall 
bladder trouble as active exercise seems in 
some way to help the organ to drain better and 
thus avoid blocking due to stagnant bile. 

Vhe symptoms of gall bladder trouble are 
such that the patient usually believes there is 
something wrong with the stomach. The stom- 
ach symptoms which are often present with 
“sick” gall bladder are: a sense of distress and 
fullness which comes on soon after eating, a 
feeling of heaviness or weight in the stomach, 
and excessive gas which may cause belching. 

Usually the patient will say that his stomach 
just doesn’t ever feel right. At times the dis- 
tress after meals is relieved a little, but it is 
present more or less all of the time, and may 
remain for months or years. At some period 
there appears a dragging ache over the gall 
bladder on the upper part of the right side near 
the ribs. The ache is dull and nagging and may 
be accompanied by a heavy feeling. These spelis 
of aching last for a short time, frequently for 
only two or three days. In more severe cases 
the ache turns into a sharp pain and this pain 
often shoots through to the back and seems to 
be located under the right shoulder blade. If 
you feel sure that you have stomach trouble, 
I advise that you find out through a first-class 
examination whether you have a stomach dis- 
order or whether you really have something 
wrong with your gall bladder. 

In giving you this examination the doctor 
will use the fluoroscope, which is a special type 
of x-ray machine. In addition he may use the 
new test for gall bladder trouble called the 
Graham dye test. By means of this test a dye 
is given to the patient, which reaches the gail 
bladder and through a careful study of the or- 
gan while it is taking the dye the doctor is able 
to learn a great deal about how the gall bladder 
fills and empties and does its work. I feel sure 
that a standard examination such as I have just 
described is, in the Jong run, really both the 
cheapest and the most satisfactory one you 
could possibly have. 

There is reason to believe that a chronic in- 
flammation of the gall bladder may make worse 
any tendency to arthritis, and I therefore 
strongly urge that, if you have arthritis, you 
pay particular attention to the state of your 
gall bladder. 

Most patients with “sick” gall bladder want 
to know if it is a dangerous disease. While this 
trouble is not one of the killing diseases, it is 
a very disagreeable disorder and the patient is 
better off in every way after he has overcome it.

— A Day in Canadian History — 
By FRED WILLIAMS 


WHEN BORDEN BECAME 
LEADER 

On this date, in 1901, the Con- 
servatives in Parliament met in 
caucus in the old parliament 
building at Ottawa to select a 
leader in succession to Sir 
Charles Tupper, who had been 
defeated by Alex Johnson, until 
that time an unknown newspaper 
editor in Cape Breton. Sir 
Charles could have had a seat in 
Parliament if he had wanted to 
carry on, but he was then in his 
79th year and was wearied with 
a lifetime's labor in public life. 

The Conservative party was 
then in parlous situation, Laurier 
had swept the country again in 
1900; the Tories only elected 79 
members to the Commons; Tup- 
per had lost his seat; the present 
was gloomy and the prospect was 
dark. He who was to be¢ome 
leader would have a_ thankless 
task. Few wanted the job; but 
somebody had to be chosen and 
the choice fell upon Robert Laird 


| Borden, who had sat for Halifax 


for four years, 

His selection came as a sur- 
prise. Others had been “spotted” 
for the leadership; many won- 
dered why George E. Foster was 
not selected; others why men 


who had served the party longer 
than had Mr. Borden were passed 
over. The fact is that Mr. Bor- 
den was a stop-gap, designed to 
fill the post until something hap- 
pened. For three sessions he 
carried on a steady but a hope- 
less fight against the Liberal co- 
horts. When the election of 1904 
came he met personal defeat in 
Halifax and the Liberals gloated; 
the Tories would have to get an- 
other leader; but they did not. 
By that time Mr. Borden's ability 
had made itself felt to the party; 
and it was with unanimous con- 
sent that he was provided with a 
seat in Carleton, the county in 
which Ottawa is situated. He 
went back to Halifax in 1908 and 
won his seat back, By that time 
hie leadership was riveted, There 
were one or two cabals to de- 
throne him, but they failed. 

I doubt whether any other 
leader but Robert Borden would 
have won the Conservative tri- 
umph of 1911, Certainly no other 
man in the Conservative ranks of 
1901 could have developed into 
the Sir Robert Borden who bore 
the burden of government during 
the war period, and who, though 
now retired, still remains as our 
oldest statesman.

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Gold May Have Been 
Demonetized 


By R. T, ELLIOT, K.C. 


The effect in the United States of raising the price of gold and 
lowering the gold content in the dollar may have had the actual 
result of divorcing gold from money in the United States and 
throwing gold back into the condition of being dealt with as a 
commodity and not as money. 


This has & ‘strange sound at first; but study and analysis make 
it seem entirely practicable and very probable. 


Silver became demonetized,—that is divorced from money and 
thrown into the market as a commodity—by price reduction, The 
market value of silver became so low, and demand so weak and 
restricted, that no one wanted to pay money for it. 


The Government has raised the price of gold so high; and 
placed such restrictions on holding it and trading in it that no one 
has any reason to pay money for gold at the Government price, 
To this extent gold is no longer part of the national monetary 
system. 


Once the public accept the present paper dollar of the United 
States as having such a value that there is no desire to trade for 
gold at the Government price, we have arrived at a financial 
position which could not have been foreseen a few days ago. 


The inflation has been confined to the Government fixed price 
of gold; and the paper dollar has retained its one hundred cents 
purchasing power. This is precisely , the opposite of what was 


generally expected; but yesterday, after it was known with cer- | 


tainty that the gold content of the dollar would be reduced to 
sixty cents at present Government price, the New York Stock 
Exchange had a four million share day on a substantial rise in 
share values and the bond market was firm and active. } 


Under these conditions it is reasonably certain that the avail- 
able currency and credit supply in the United States at any time, 
(say at the peak in 1929), will have to be multiplied by at least | 
forty to get a true estimate of the currency and credit which will 
now be available for carrying on business of every kind in the 
United States. 


No one can place a limit on the restoration of values and of | 
earning power which will take place, There are no experiences to 
go by; and there is no formula to start from. We have an entire 
people convinced that a dollar based on government credit is more 
desirable from a business standpoint than gold at present price 
and restricted power of use. 


From a mercantile standpoint money is worth what it will buy, 
and when the ordinary dollar of commerce can buy in every 
instance one hundred cents worth of anything desired, at current 
market rates, there seems no way to put any brake that will hold 
upon the volume of business which must respond to an enormous 
increase in volume of available currency and credit backed by 


full public confidence. 


This is why a few weeks may demonstrate a new commercial 
condition, completely divorced from all the old limitations and 
restrictions based on the fear of inflation and lack of a metallic 
base. The movement will gather speed from day to day and no 
one can foresee the limits of its ambit.

various aspects of modern Italy. | 

The duke could talk on in- 
teresting aspects of glamorous old} 
Italy, too, if he wanted, for his an- 
cestors were “Warwicks’—king 
makers—in the tumuliious times 
which followed the break-up of 
the first Roman emipre and carved 
a famous name for themselves with 
tieir swords across the crimson 
scroll of Italian history. 


NOT PROPAGANDIST 

Duke Colonna denies that he is 
any sort of an official propagand- 
ist, and indeed he spoke wifh re- 
freshing candor of just what Fas- 
cism is trying to accomplish in 
{taly, with its objective of a cor 
porate state, in which the govern- 
ment shall hold the balance be 
tween labor and capital and 
that a fair chance is given to al! 

“The state aims to be a common 
broker between the various 
classes,” Duke Colonna pointed out 
“We will see that capitalism is fair, 
and we will see that the worker 
gets a chance to earn a fait living 
without being oppressed.” 

“There is no dictatorship in Italy 
today. We are trying to decentral- 
ize power as fer as possible. In the 
first five years of the reconstruc- 
tion period efter the war, when 
Mussolini led his black-shirted le- 
gions to Rime, it was necessary to 


ome

centralize power to correct the 
abuses and restore order.’ 
“Now that these things have 


been achieved, we are decentraliz- | 
ing power, and are thus stabilizing | 
it.’ 

“As far as possible, we want to 
make Italy a self-contained nation, | 
though we realize that this is not | 
porsible in all respects,” added the| 
duke. “We have cheap water power | 
in the north, but we lack oil, coal 
and other necessary agents of mod- 
ern industry.”

BALBO AND DUCE FRIENDS } 


The duke scoffed at a sensational 
article which recently appeared in 


an American weekly which alleg | 
ed a fued between Il Duce, Mussol 
ini, and Italo Balbo, who led an 
Italian air armada from Italy to 
the Chicago fair 

Balbo has always worked loy-| 
ally with Mugesolini,” the duke ex 
plained, “He did invaluable work 
in reorganizing thé Italian air 
force. The air force, army and 


navy are now ail centralized under | 
a ministry of national defence, and 
Balbo has been given the job of} 
governor of Libya, outmost im- 
portant colony, and in which there 
is a great field for Balbo’s talents.’ 

The duke said the professional 
politicians in Italy, and in other | 
countries, were the chief opponents | 
of the new Fascist state, hence all | 
the attacks on it by way of propa- | 
ganda | 

“The old school of politicians 
tried to find a remedy in words— 


endless words—for a situation. We 
acted. They didn’t like that. We 
debunked politics,” laughed the | 
duke. 
HITLER AN IMITATOR 

Mention of Hitler brought an-/| 


other laugh from the duke. “We can 
afford to laugh at those who try to 
imitate our methods in a blunder- | 
ing way,” said Duke Colonna 

When Hitler first came to power, | 
we had strong hopes of a better 
éra in Germany, but I doubt now if 
things are going so good. He has 
abolished the trade unions and 
given all power to the employers— 
under himself, of course—and that 
is a good deal different to what we 
are doing.” 

“The workers constitute the 
greater part of any country’s popu- 
lation,” the Duke explained. “To 
have a prosperous and contented 
people, it is more necessary to pre- 
serve their interests than those of 
any section. When you have the} 
employers in a position where they 
can work their men without hin- 
drance, then inevitably you get dis- 
satisfaction and reyolt.” 


A DELICATE SUBJECT 


Asked about Italy's stand with re- 
gard to efforts of Germany to take 
over Austria, the Duke said that 
this was rather a delicate subject 
at present. However, Italy believed 
that Austria should be left free and 
indépendent. If the Austrians are 
forcibly taken into Germany, it will 
lead to endless trouble and friction, 
both within Germany and outside 
of it . 

The Duke said that it looked to| 
him as though if German's efforts 
are a success, then Hitler will take 
the credit, but if they are a failure 


and Austria withstands German | 
pressure, then Hitler will be able 
fo say that the trouble was caused

SILVER PRICES 
MAY GET HOIST 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6—An ex- 
pectation that the United States 
government is considering some 
further monetary action intended 
to improve the price of silver was 
accentuated yesterday by a dis- 


closure that the treasury is check- 
ing up on all speculative holdings 
of the metal. 

Agents of the department have 
been sent to New York to obtain the 
information, Secretary Henry Mor- 
genthau told newspapermen, and in 
addition licenSed dealers and the 
banks have been asked to help. 

“Since Oct. 20, the price of gold 
has advanced 21 per cent,” Morgen- 
thau said, “and silver has gone up 
20 per cent.” 

Questions as to whether the in- 
crease in the latter 
led to a suspicion of illigitimate act- 
ivity in silver, and whether some 
action in connection with that metal 
was imminent, drew only non-com- 
mital answers from the cabinet of- 
ficers. 

Members of congress from silver 
producing states long have been 
convinced that President Roosevelt 
is planning some action to help 
producers in addition to his pro- 
clamation of Dec. 21 opening up the 
mints to newly-mined silver and 
giving the miner a return of 64% 
cents an ounce on his output.
